OST people in the 

West think of 

“Russia” as a vast, 

sprawing territory 
of farm land and _ rolling 
steppes, imhabited by a 
people who are little under- 
stood, and who seem to 
understand others still less.

Do the Muslims not 
care about their fate? 

The answer, 1 think, is 
that two generations of us 
have grown up without 
adequate Knowledge of what 
has happened, and what is 
actually taking place, in the 
Central Asian republics of 
Russia. Yet, industrially and

Russia was ruled by 
Muslims .of the Golden 
Horde for nearly three hun- 
dred years. Since the third 
century of the Herjira, un- 
ceasing war has been the 
rule between Islam and 
Muscovy, though Islam held 
out for close on a thousand 
years. The taking of Kazan 
and Astrakhan by Ivan the 
Terrible some 400 years ago 
in his crusade against Islam 
was the turning point.

JNTRICUE, aggression and 

penetration continued 
throughout the Tzarist’ era 
against the Central Asians 
and the Turks, bringing into 
prominence such leaders as 
the great Shamil, who held 
the Caucasus for Islam.
